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OPPOSITION LEADER ETIENNE TSHISEKEDI BY ELEMENTS OF THE 
ZAIRIAN MILITARY, THE ZAIRIAN POLITICAL CLASS AT LONG LAST 
BROUGHT THE ISSUE OF WHO WILL LEAD A TRANSITION GOVERNMENT 
TO A VOTE. THE HCR-PT, ZAIRE'S TRANSITION PARLIAMENT, 
ELECTED KENGO WA DONDO AS PRIME MINISTER-DESIGNATE ON JUNE 
14. KENGO SERVED AS MOBUTU'S PRIME MINISTER FROM 
1982-1986 AND FROM 1988-1990, BUT HAS BEEN A LEADING LIGHT 
IN THE OPPOSITION SINCE THE ADVENT OF MULTI- PARTYISM IN

CAMEROON PLAYS ITS FIRST WORLD CUP MATCH (AGAINST SWEDEN) 
AT THE ROSE BOWL ON JUNE 19. THERE IS NO CONFIRMATION 
THAT PRESIDENT BIYA WILL ATTEND, BUT CUP WATCHERS - 
INCLUDING THE CAMEROONIAN EMBASSY IN D.C. - ARE SCANNING

LIONS" PLAY. A SECOND-ROUND CAMEROON-NIGERIA MATCH IS

TWICE- POSTPONED MUNICIPAL AND DEPARTMENTAL ELECTIONS WILL 
BE HELD AS CURRENTLY SCHEDULED IN LATE AUGUST. NEITHER 
THE OPPOSITION NOR THE GOG ARE CURRENTLY CLAMORING FOR A 
QUICK DATE SO PERHAPS THIS WILL GIVE ORGANIZERS THE

FROM DIRECT CONTACT WITH THE ANT AFTER SIGNING A PEACE 
AGREEMENT WITH THE GOVERNMENT IN 1992. THE JUNE 6 AND 7 
SKIRMISH, DESCRIBED AS "A TOUGH BATTLE" ON CHADIAN 

NATIONAL RADIO, LEFT NUMEROUS ANT DEAD AND WOUNDED . THE 
EXTENT OF MDD AND CIVILIAN CASUALTIES IS NOT KNOWN. THE 
SPARSELY POPULATED ISLANDS OF LAKE CHAD, WHICH ARE 
UNDERWATER DURING THE RAINY SEASON, ARE USED BY NOMADIC 
FISHERMEN, MOST OF WHOM PROBABLY FLED IN ADVANCE OF THE 
BATTLE THE MDD BY ITSELF IS NOT A SERIOUS MILITARY 
THREAT TO THE NDJAMENA GOVERNMENT, BUT THE LATEST FLARE-UP 
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SERVES TO HIGHLIGHT THE FACT THAT ANTI-DEBY FORCES ARE 
ALWAYS WAITING IN THE WINGS. 

CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC 
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-- EDUCATION TO THE FOREFRONT: 

THE C.A.R.'S TEN DAY NATIONAL CONFERENCE ON EDUCATION AND 
TRAINING, WHICH ENDED JUNE 8, FOCUSED ON THE CRITICAL 
ISSUES OF MANAGEMENT , EDUCATIONAL TARGETS , HUMAN 
RESOURCES, AND THE FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF NEEDED 
REFORMS IN THESE AREAS. IMPROVING EDUCATION IS A HIGH 
PRIORITY OF THE PATASSE GOVERNMENT, WITH EDUCATION SLATED 
TO RECEIVE 23 PERCENT OF THE NATIONAL BUDGET THIS YEAR. 
ONE OF THE BIGGEST PROBLEMS IS THAT UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 
IN C.A.R. ABSORBS A DISPROPORTIONATE PERCENTAGE OF 
EDUCATION FUNDS AT THE EXPENSE OF PRIMARY AND SECONDARY 
EDUCATION. CONFERENCE ATTENDEES LEARNED THAT PER CAPITA

INTER-ETHNIC VIOLENCE HAS INCREASED IN BURUNDI. THE 
MILITARY'S RENEWED ATTEMPTS TO DISARM CIVILIANS (WITH GRB 
APPROVAL) RESULTED IN NUMEROUS CASUALTIES, AND TUTSI 
MILITANTS KILLED A GROUP OF 100 RWANDAN (HUTU) REFUGEES, 
WHILE THE MILITARY APPARENTLY STOOD IDLY BY. MEANWHILE , 
TALKS OVER PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION HAVE SHOWN NO REAL 
PROGRESS, AS THE (TUTSI) OPPOSITION CONTINUES TO PRESS A 
LONG LIST OF DEMANDS . AMBASSADOR RAWSON LED AN INTERGENCY

TRUSTEESHIP OF ZULU KING ZWELITHINI HAS RECOMMENDED THAT 
THE KING REMAIN THE TRUSTEE. THE LAND DEAL BETWEEN 
THEN-STATE PRESIDENT DE KLERK AND CHIEF BUTHELEZI WAS 
PASSED BY THE KWAZULU LEGISLATURE THE DAY BEFORE THE 
ELECTION IT CAUSED AN OUTCRY WHEN IT BECAME PUBLIC IN 
MID MAY WITH ACCUSATIONS THE DEAL HAD BEEN DONE WITHOUT 
ANC AGREEMENT AND WAS A "PAYOFF" FOR IFP PARTICIPATION IN 
THE ELECTION. THE MULTI- PARTY COMMITTEE, HEADED BY LAND 
MINISTER HANEKOM, RESOLVED THE ISSUE BY DECIDING THE LAND 
TRANSFER DID NOT MAKE THE KING THE OWNER OF THE LAND BUT 
THE STATUTORY TRUSTEE, SUBJECT TO EXISTING RIGHTS OF 
PEOPLE .

-- (C) HUAMBO REMAINS THE KEY : THE LUSAKA TALKS CONTINUE 
TO RECORD PROGRESS ON THE REMAINING ISSUES UNDER NATIONAL 
RECONCILIATION (INCLUDING THE DISPOSITION OF THE UNITA 
PARLIAMENTARY DEPUTIES. THE EXTENSION OF GOVERNMENT

(C) HUMANITARIAN SITUATION DETERIORATES: AN 
ESCALATION IN FIGHTING THROUGHOUT ANGOLA HAS LED TO AN 
ALMOST COMPLETE SUSPENSION OF RELIEF DELIVERIES. ON JUNE 
12, UNITA ANNOUNCED THAT IT WOULD REFUSE CLEARANCE FOR ANY 
RELIEF FLIGHTS THROUGHOUT THE APPROXIMATELY 75 PCT OF

IN A CONVERSATION WITH AMBASSADOR MCCONNELL , A SERIOUS AND 
REFLECTIVE PRIME MINISTER ROCH KABORE EXPRESSED CAUTIOUS 
SATISFACTION ABOUT HIS FIRST THREE MONTHS IN OFFICE. LIKE

AFRICAN PARLIAMENTS' UNION (APU) . WITH THE CONFERENCE, 
PRESIDENCY OF THE UNION PASSED FROM TUNISIA TO CAPE 
VERDE. LIBYA CAUSED THE ONLY CONTROVERSY BY APPEALING FOR 
AFRICAN SUPPORT IN THE LOCKERBIE AFFAIR. SEVERAL 
DELEGATIONS RESPONDED WITH SLIPPERY STATEMENTS OF 
SOLIDARITY; CONGO SUGGESTED LIBYA JUST HAND OVER THE TWO

ON JUNE 10 A RIOT ERUPTED AT AN ABIDJAN MOSQUE WHEN 
POLICE ROUGHED UP MUSLIMS WHILE LOOKING FOR NON-RESIDENT 
ALIENS. MUSLIMS HURLED ROCKS AND SHOUTED ANTI-PDCI 
SLOGANS. RIOT POLICE USED TEARGAS ARRESTED ELEVEN, AND 
INJURED OTHERS. ON JUNE 11, THE SECURITY MINISTER AND 
MAYOR OF ABABO DELIVERED AN APOLOGY FROM FRESIDENT BEDIE 
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AND PROMISED THAT THE OFFICERS RESPONSIBLE WOULD BE 
PUNISHED THE GOCI IS FINISHING UP AN ELECTORAL LAW WHICH 
IS LIKELY TO GRANT SUFFRAGE TO FOREIGNERS- -THOSE WHOM THE 
RULING PARTY IS COUNTING ON TO VOTE PDCI . THE FOREIGN

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-- ASAMOAH AGAIN THREATENS LIBERIA PULLOUT: 

THE LEADING GOVERNMENT - OWNED DAILY QUOTED FOREIGN MINISTER 
ASAMOAH JUNE 13 AS WARNING THAT GHANA WILL PULL OUT OF 
ECOMOG UNLESS THE WARRING FACTIONS "QUICKLY PROVE THEY 
WANT PEACE » ASAMOAH MADE SIMILAR WARNINGS IN FEBRUARY. 
GHANA'S COMMITMENT TO ECOMOG CANNOT BE OPEN-ENDED. 
NEVERTHELESS , THE GOG WANTS TO SEE ITS COMMITMENT THROUGH 
TO A SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION. 

-- NORTHERN SITUATION IMPROVED BUT NOT SETTLED: 
AMBASSADOR BROWN MET IN TAMALE JUNE 6 WITH THE COMMANDER 
OF THE NORTHERN REGION MILITARY TASK FORCE. OFFICIAL 
BRIEFINGS DEPICTED AN ETHNIC CONFLICT THAT WAS NEARLY 
COMFLETELY RESOLVED. HOWEVER, AMERICANS IN THE REGION WHO

ARMY AND N ' FAMARA OULARE OF MILITARY AVIATION REPORTEDLY 
FOR INCITING MALINKE SOLDIERS TO DISLOYALTY. CHARGES OF 
MISAPPROPRIATION OF FUNDS HAVE BEEN MADE TO COVER THE 
ARRESTS EMBASSY CONAKRY HAS NO RELIABLE INDICATIONS OF 
ORGANIZED MILITARY OPPOSITION TO LANSANA CONTE ' S

GUINEANS AND LIBERIANS 1 JUNE 19 ATTACK ON THE UNHCR'S 
N'ZEREKORE SUB-OFFICE DAMAGED PROPERTY AND INJURED TWO 
EMPLOYEES BEFORE THE POLICE'S SUSPICIOUSLY LATE ARRIVAL TO 
RESTORE ORDER. CORRUPT LOCAL GUINEAN OFFICIALS REPORTEDLY 
WERE LIKELY RESPONSIBLE FOR INSTIGATING THE CROWD SINCE 
HCR'S RECENT ANT I -FRAUD EFFORTS. CONCERNED AGENCIES AND 
EMBASSY CONAKRY PLAN TO FRESS THE GOG TO PROTECT RELIEF 
WORKERS. AMERICANS CITIZENS IN THE FOREST REGION ARE 
SAFE, AND THE EMBASSY CONTINUES TO MONITOR THE SITUATION. 

- -LIBERIAN TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT VP VISITS GUINEA: 
LIBER IAN TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT VICE CHAIRMAN MOHAMED 
SHERIFF AND DELEGATION VISITED GUINEA ON MAY 25 FOR A WEEK 
OF MEETINGS WITH SENIOR GOG OFFICIALS. THE GOG IS SILENT 
ABOUT THE TALKS, BUT ONE LIBERIAN SOURCE PLAUSIBLY OPINED

GUINEA-BISSAU'S FIRST MULTIPARTY ELECTIONS FOR PRESIDENT 
AND THE LEGISLATURE ARE ON TRACK FOR JULY 3 . THE FORMAL 
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CAMPAIGN PERIOD BEGAN JUNE 11, WITH RALLIES IN BISSAU AND 
THE INTERIOR. THE 13 LEGAL PARTIES AND EIGHT PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDATES ARE DIVIDING A CAMPAIGN FUND OF USD 500,000 
PROVIDED BY THE GOGB . RADIO AND TELEVISION ARE CARRYING 
10-MINUTE AND FIVE-MINUTE SPOTS FOR THE PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDATES AND PARTIES CONTESTING THE LEGISLATIVE 
ELECTIONS. (THERE ARE 1143 CANDIDATES FOR THE 100 
SEATS ) ON JUNE 7, OPPOSITION POLITICIANS EXPRESSED 
CONCERN TO DIPLOMATS THAT PRESIDENT VIEIRA MAY TRY TO HAVE 
THE FIELD OF PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES REDUCED. THEY ALSO 
MENTIONED RUMORS THAT VIEIRA 'S PARTY IS IMPORTING WEAPONS 
FOR PURPOSES OF INTIMIDATION. THESE STORIES AFPEAR TO BE 
UNFOUNDED . 
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LIBERIA 

-- LNTG TAKES IT ON THE ROAD: 

A TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT (LNTG) DELEGATION HEADED BY 
COUNCIL OF STATE MEMBER PHILIP BANKS TRAVELLED TO GBARNGA 
TO MEET WITH CHARLES TAYLOR AND NPFL OFFICIALS JUNE IS. 
BANKS TOLD THE PRESS THAT THIS IS THE FIRST OF SEVERAL 
VISITS THE LNTG WILL BE MAKING ACROSS LIBERIA. THE TRIP 
TO GBARNGA WAS AN ENCOURAGING SIGN OF LNTG EFFORTS TO 
EXTEND ITS AUTHORITY OUTSIDE THE MONROVIA AREA. 

-- ELECTIONS NOT LIKELY IN SEPTEMBER: 

THE ELECTIONS COMMISSION TOLD VISITING DAS BUSHNELL LAST

AFRICAN CLERIC DESMOND TUTU TO VISIT LIBERIA FOR A FEW 
DAYS IN EARLY JULY. TUTU'S MISSION IS TO MEET WITH THE 
KEY LIBERIAN PERSONALITIES AND URGE COMPROMISE. HIS VISIT 
HAS THE BLESSING OF UNSRSG GORDON- SOMERS AND ECOWAS. 

MALI 

-- REBEL ATTACKS IN AND AROUND TIMBUKTU IN THE SEVENTH 
REGION HAVE ESCALATED SINCE JUNE 8TH. OFFICIAL GRM 
SOURCES SAY THAT REPORTS OF HEAVY FIGHTING ARE 
EXAGGERATED, BUT EYEWITNESS ACCOUNTS AND MISSIONARIES 
REPORT HEARING EXPLOSIONS AND SUSTAINED SMALL WEAPONS FIRE 
ON THE NIGHT OF JUNE 12 IN TIMBUKTU. SOME FACTIONS OF 
REBELS WHICH HAD BEEN INTEGRATED INTO THE ARMY WERE 
INVOLVED IN THE ATTACKS AND LARGE NUMBERS OF ARLA AND FIAA 
ASSOCIATED REBELS HAVE DEFECTED FROM THEIR INTEGRATED 
UNITS BOTH THE GRM AND MFUA ISSUED STATEMENTS 
DISASSOCIATING THE MFUA FROM THE RECENT ATTACKS. WHILE 
ADMITTING TO DISCOURAGEMENT, ARMY SOURCES CLAIM THAT THEY 
HAVE NOT GIVEN UP ON ARMY INTEGRATION FOR REBEL FORCES. 
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- -SEVERAL GROUPS OF MISSIONARIES EVACUATED THEIR AMERICAN 
PERSONNEL FROM TIMBUKTU. THE GRM HAS SENT IN PARATROOPERS 
TO RESTORE CALM AND SCHEDULED CIVILIAN FLIGHTS ON JUNE 
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14TH LANDED WITHOUT INCIDENT. 

MAURITANIA 

--MALIAN PRESIDENT'S VISIT; MALIAN REFUGEES IN MAURITAN-A: 
MALIAN PRESIDENT KONARE ' S JUNE 7-8 VISIT OCCURED AGAINST 
THE BACKDROP OF BORDER SECURITY ISSUES AND AN ESTIMATED 
60 000 MALIAN MAUR AND TUAREG REFUGEES IN EASTERN 
MAURITANIA. KONARE REPORTEDLY STRESSED THE DIFFICULTY OF 
IMPLEMENTING THE MAY, ALGIERS MALIAN- REBEL AGREEMENT WHICH 
ESTABLISHED A YET TO FUNCTION MAUR I TANI AN - MAL I AN - UNHCR
